cdfr» of the desert sand. A few minutci 
more briiu^ht lit in tb* ruini nf 1 crud* brick 
pyramid. * huge thapelcte msM. The brick* 
in the upper part ire Kill in excellent proter- 
i nti.'ti. Tbey are of targe alae, tome that I 
meaiured being 1 ; indui long, by 7 wide, anil 
6 drop, and »omo are atill larger, Ttiei are com- 
posed of Nile mud mined with tlraw. Bin of 
pottery and ihetla occur in then frequently. 
Towards the bate of the |>yr*mid the crumbled 
brick slope* s». j at in angle of 3D degree*. 

Thirty rninulcs heavy walking, in » north- 
westerly direction, over sand and flinty 
brought ua tg on* of the two large 
(Hone pyramide. It ia built in tke nun. 
Her of the (tin pyramid at Uhitrh, but 
l.ai a im' re weather worn look, perhaps because 
the limeinone I* full of fonlli and not to durable. 
It hta no outer cuing. In the middle of the 
north fate, (on* way up, „ an opening, four 
feel by three and a half, the entrance to a 
fiaaaauc that decline* into the heart of th* 
pyramid at an angle of iboul tweoty-eieht it- 
grew. It 11 lined with a bitter kind of lime- 
MOM than that outside, and leoki mu h 
freahtr. Not being provided with candle a 
we wire unnlde to explore tha interior. 
The base of this pyramid ia laid to be Tt)u feet 
square, anil the blight »!. .3: 3311 feel. The 
second »ton* pyramid Lie* about a mile due 
aouLh of the (int. A great part uf ita eating 
•till remain* — * bcuutiiul sample of miaonr) . 
The limestone is ot line qu*hly, and if ia quit* 
remarkable how rloirly the blocks are lit ted. 
Tbi* pyramid ha* rather bd unusual appearance 
from die eircutnt lance thai th* aurface Uppai 
at two different angle*. Aflw it bad been reared 
to * certain height, bI an Bogle of fifty -font 
degrree, the angle had then be*n depressed tu 
forty-three in order tobriDg the -tructure 
to completion. Wi noticed a totall anmm* ia 
the BOtth face, a* in the other pyramid, but tke 
amoelh caaing hindered oar climbing up to it. 
A little way from the aoutb tide lira a araill 
pjr*Jnid of stone, much deiired. Aboat a milt 
of bard and fatiguing walking brought u* out 
againuponlbegreenplain. Theaurfacaofth* 
dexrt hertibout it aand, avxewn with tiinii, 
co*™ jaipar, and limeaton* . and at some 
point* I found eel t nit e in tabular errata!* 
protruding bum the aand. Between the deaeri 
and the arable land there ia a breadth uf green 
•ward, my plaaaut to th* ere and foot. It 
is full of a minute tlat-Uk* flower, and of a 
beautiful hlu* and purple 00*, On ihe edge of 
the Dviert we found two enc*mi>iri>ni> of 
Bedouin*. 

April 111.— Dropped down to Bedrcnhiyn 
during the night. Beautiful cool morning, 
thermometer M- at Kuorire. W* were aucecie- 
ful in procnritig dan key a, but nothing better in 
lb* «h*»af aaddlea than fragmanta of old aaeka. 
We rode along an embankment to the village n f 
Uedreahajn, and then about a mil* and a half 
further to Miirnlienni, vrar lb* mound* 
of ancient Maapbia. Very In tie re- 
tnaib* to aid the imaffiBAtion in reatoring 
tuia the original capital of the country, the city 
built by Mrnea, the fir it hlturical King of 
Egypt. We look around and ••* 011I7 thick 
grovs* of palm , green hollow*, and ntonndu of 
rubbiafi, mtereperaed with a few fragment* of 
■eulpturtd eton*. Thi chief object of interest ia 
Ihe tolotial itatui of rUmeiei the Grtit, lying 
on it* aide inglorioual; at th* bottom of a 
muddy trench. It i* of hard whit* litneatsna, 
about rorty-tbrea. feet high, and in taltrably 
good pnwrTBtlan. The face Indeed is tlill 
of great baauty. Near thi* 
fragment* of small statue* 
ia a »ari*rj of altitude*, v*ry well 
eculpturtd, Upon one of them I found the 
cartouche of Sethi, th* fkther or Kama*** II. 
1 he utter destruction of Memphis, and tb* very 
effacement of it* rains, h*v* been brought about 
in comparatirely modern time*. A phyairiaa 
of Bagdad, named Abdallatif, who visited 
Egypt about th* end or the 13th century, say* 
that tit* tvuta of M emphia " yet ofTer to the ay* 
of the apectBtor *uch a cocnbinttion of aronder* 
a* confounds bis undemanding, and as th* 
moil elocjuent man would i*iolj atttmpt 
to deacritie. Th* longer he contemplatt* 
lb* mora sdrniratton he U»h : and each return ■ 
ing glance at the** ruins cautt* naw astaey, 

A* for th* idols which, are found 

among (bene ruins, whether one coneidem their 
number or tbtir prodigious magnitude, it is a 
thing beyond all description, and of which no 
idea can b* eanve**d ; bat there is a thing yet 
more worthy of admiration, and that is th* pre- 
riaion of tht ir forma, the juetn*** of their pro- 
portiona. and their resemblance to nature." 
There la evidence alio that th* rt mains of 
MempbU were very extenaiv* in the middle of 
the Hth century. 

A pretty long rido over the cultivated 
plain bin light us to the village of Sakkara, and 
a little further on we came to tb* large** pyra- 
mid of a group of about a doiem. It ti built in 
five atiget. The atone* used in it* construction 
ar* smaller than what we generally find in 
pyramid*, and tb* outside one* ar* much de- 
cayed. The sac* at to th* top is *i*y, and (he 
view fine, — the chief points of interest baing 
Cairo with iu citadel in the distance, 
the pyramid* of Obhteh (about nine 
miles off), and the t*ten*i*t quafriet on 
th* opposite (id* of the river. Son* torn be 
near this I found vary tnUt sating, th* sculp- 
tures being remarkably good and not much 
defaced. '1 hey contained the same* of several 
kings of tb* fourth aad fifth dynasLia*, The 
limestone ia which th*** tomb* art eicavsitd 
i* for the moat part *o whit* and umoj ured. and 
the colouring *o fresh sod cUar, that it it a 
great pleasure to look on tbete pictured, walls 
after the defacements to which w* have got 
accustoms*! up the river. These tomb* ar* alio 
among the oldeet that an known. Several con* 
tained ths usual agricultural scenes— ploughing, 
(owing, reaping, treading out grain, winnowing 
and storing. There was a garden in on*, and 
people hoeing abovt the plant*. A man waa 
dim bin jt in the branches of a free. A boy was 
tiling a (ling, apparently to frighten away bird*. 
Two man wet* pouring down grain to domeatic 
fowl* ; another was milking a cow. A bell 
waa being traatad ia the way that Rarer mat* 
wild horses, bia off forateg being tied up w bis 
belly. Boats cut!* and bird* wer» particularly 
wail drawn. It would appear that the oryx

It was 
a very pretty aighl ; »o bvatdifully scul|itured 
mid painted, and all ao bright and (reah. It 
lontained a large bull with a.j'isre pillnrs, 
and ptxeagee and chamber* opening from n. 
A pit in the middle gave accea* to a 
etaiirig psss.ige which ti'rminsu'a in * chitnbr r 
itntainugaliaustuDeairfophagui Theowncr 
olihe tomb was reproented in many places on 
the wall. 1 hit. name waa Tai or I'm. I heard 
afterwards that Mariett* counted tbia Ihe fineit 
and oldest tomb hn hid discovered in Kgypt. 1 
hop* that effectual means will be taken 10 pre. 
*ajv* it from future injury. 

The Apia (.'tnietery cdoat by is a wonderful 
aight,— long galLeriea (one muet bo nearly iS(h> 
feet) cut cut of the rock, with capacious ra- 
cesne* on earb hind conlsining rmgnifirent 
trranite aarcophagi for the eacn d budl*. The** 
imne loflln* (of which it ia tuid there are Ihirli] 
are fur the moat part plain. A few, however, 
have engraved btetoglyiibe, but not in good 
rtjle. One i* very finely polished, and nearly 
covered with iculpture ; while another is only 
rough dreesed, and has been left lj-irig in n 

risage on its way to ita permanent deitination. 
measured two of the sarcophagi, and my 
fig tut » sgrved jiretty well with those given by 
\vilkin»on, namely, l'2\ feel liing, 7, feet 
•ride, and abaut th* tunc in height. The 
lid adds three feet more to the height. 
Ill* aide* ate 14 inches thick. The 
lid* have all been moved in one aide, and the 
mummies abetrnrtcd. Tablet* were originally 
hied in ibe vcalli recording bo* long and in 
what king's reign 1 etch bull lived ; but these 
tablet* hate all been removed to I'aria. 

We rode on to the I'yrtmids of Abooteer, 
three in number, much ruined, and on opening* 
into ihem now practicable. A causa way paved 
with black granite had led up to one of then 
frcnt the plain. We Bow turned hick 
•Jong the edge of the desert, 
]i*ut _ the village af Abooacer, niopping 
occteioBnlly to look into lb* grotto- tomb* in the 
face of tb* rock*. The moat iitiereiting ia lb* 
• Jiii l- cf i'lammetifhui 1., • king of the iflth 
dynasty, in the seventh century 11c. It hat an 
arched toof built »f hewn atone — jne of the 
nlilrat nan* arches e it tot, We hid tome 
difHi Lihi in finding ihia tomb, not knowing the 
native name for ii — Heer el Meaoweh. It war 
after lis before we got bark to the boat, very 
tired arith, the long day'i aurk, and the riding 
without stirrups. 

April 2nd.— The nonh wind Mew fresh, but 
our men pliid ih* ten oara rigorouily, 
and before cignt in the morning we wen mad* 
f»st to the island opposite CJtaueh, whenr* w» 
started fitiy-two dtya ago. Cairo lookad re- 
markably beautiful in the murning light *t we 
approached. The citadel mask, with It* dome 
and alender pinnacle* shooting conapicJoittly 
into the air, the minaret*, windmilln, many 
coloured flat-roofed houses, brown, black, 
will*, red, and yellow ; tht palace* on Rhode, 
the palm trees plctur*a<)iiely intermingled and 
waving lhair feathery crowna in the Treih morn- 
ing breeze ; cyarese, sycamore, and acacia adding 
their varied foliage ; thi river with its iilandi 
and whit* Bails, mud tillageioa wettem ahore, 
rocky range* on *a*t.— all commingled 1* form 
a grand tsbletu with which to conclud* the 
voyage. 

Wt thought of making a trip to the Pyramids 
to-day, but th* wind is wry- bauiieroua, and we 
an all nlber fatigued by yaaterdiy** work ; *0 
we itaid quietly on board writing letters, 
•quaring account*, and packing up. Our ***!- 
oua cook, Mohammed Hntavia, has taken a 
fancy to go with me to Syria. He told ma that 
he had been over the country several timet 
with traveller*, and could act a* dragoman 1 
replied that 1 would be very gl*d to hare kin 
with me, but that I could not do without torn* 
one who could apeak English, He then pro- 
posed (o End a dragoman for me Id Cairo,—*, 
countryman of hi* own— who would take him 
also. I thought of waiting till I rattened Alex- 
andria befon nuking aucb arrangement! ; but 
told him that be might at least bring bia friend 
that we might talk the matter over. 

April 3rd — Mahommed brought me thie 
morning a Nubian named Ali Bayard Noor, 
with whom I had a long talk respecting my 
propoaed tour in I'alettlnt. I then rode up 
to Cairo, aad after aeenriag a room in Shep- 
herd's hotel, I called on Mrs. Litder, and Her, 
Hi. Harnett, partly with th* view or learning 
if any oth«r travellers war* about to atari 00 
the same tour, and what term* war* current 
with dragomen. In ike afternoon 1 finally 
agreed to tak* Ali, and to pay him at th* 
rate of Sit. a day, provided that burtee and 
mules can b* hired for twelve piastrtt s 
day eaib. Should they cost more, 1 
agree to pay th* difference), — my 
whole payment, however, not 10 cicetd £1 a 
day. ll tuned oul that hortct and inula* cost 
on an avarag* doobla the abort sum, and 10 I 
paid £1 a day throughout, This waa mora than 
the ttrict tertni of the agreement required, but 
I felt latitied that it it) * very reasonable anm 
to pay for the tervicea rendered. A jiersoa could 
travel much cheaper ia Talettlne a few yean 
ago, but prices are rising there as everywhere 
els*. For the above remuneration Ali agree* to 
provide me with food, lodging, meant of trenail, 
guide*, and ordionry guard* ; when ttrenger 
guards ar* needed in u 11 ale placet I era to pay 
eatra. Two or three gentlemen travelling to- 
gether would be taken at a lower rata, but I 
found it a gnat eonvenienc* to have a complete 
equipment of my own.

day life,— tilling ihe ground, tending catul*,a*d 
lal >ouring at various handicraft*; w* ate them 
MM feasting, dancing, and arauaing lhemielres 
with gnmra : but there ia nrlhing to tell of wars 
nod conquett*, or of the terrici of the 
node, or of death and judgment.— •oena* 
ihal occupy to pr online nt a pltce in the tepul- 
i lire* of the IFitF) and met ceding dynattici. 

tin this orcasion 1 antered the third pyramid, 
ihe one ascribed to rdyceriaus or Heneheret of 
the 1th dynatly. The tanhophaguvrhtmber 
is Lined with nd granite, and is of euy aceaaa. 
When Colonel \'y*e forced hi* way into this 
|iyramid a few yean ago, the interior chamber 
coniained a fine sculptured itrcophagui which 
he brought out and shipped for fcngUad, 
bat it was unfortunately lost by th* way. 
lie found alau a wooden coffin with a hiero- 
glyphic inscription containing the nam* Men- 
)>*!n, and the remain* of a mummy, auppjAod 
to lie that i,r thenriginul royal occupant. These 
Mlito are now in the Briuth Museum. All tb* 
pyramids wen opened and plundered by the 
Utliphe about t thousand yeara ago. An Arab 
writer *t*te* list in the great pyramid they 
found a statue rcrembling a man (probably a 
mummy cast) in the itrcopbagut ; and withm 
the .ittue t htttntn body, with a breanplaie of 
gold anil .rewel.. bearins written characteri 
nliuh nn one umlernlood. 

The third pyramid hail origintlly b*ea cased 
wi:h red fyenite, I*rg* hewn tlones of thii 
beautiful mitcria] lit atrrwn around the bant, 
atd a little of the lating Hill rem aim entire 
near Iheenirance. AhdtlUtif rtlataa that when 
he wtt in Egypt is th* end of the twelfth 
cerlury, an effort was made by Olhrrun Hen 
Yi.ueimf to deatroy Una pyramid, A multitude 
nf Uljoutett were encamped netr It, but after 
right itionlhh of atreouout enertioni they were 
obliged Ignominiously to quit their enurjirite. 
" Far from obtaining the result they had 
anticipated, and tUL Cit ding in their design, they 
i edtd by doing nothing but spoiling the pyra- 
mid and etidtming their own powerletineti. 

Observing one day what eilremely 

heai-y work ft eras to rem or* a aieglt nont, I 
iidilrcatcd ont of the superintendents who wis 
directing the workmen, and put this •lueeuou to 
him : If any one offered you a thousand piece* 
i-i gold to replace on* nf Ihcie nones and sdjuit 
it as it was before, do you think you could 
eccotnphah it f Hit answer was that if many 
limee aa much waa offered they could not da 
inch a thing, and this he affirmed with an 
ottb." 

On my w*j lt*ek to Cairo, 1 vitjted th* 
Nilomtter on the island of Rhode ; and alto th* 
tbptic Church, and th* moak of Sulun Imit 
f-r Amrou, at Old Cairo. That* building* an 
vary old; the latter (founded ia th* **vtnth 
ceatory) hat a larga open court aurraundad by 
colonn*dea of marble pillart, with r*pital* 
i hie fl t of the Corinthian order, wifb Saracenic 
modiflcationa. Trie pillart (laid by Wilkiuon 
to number 330] rupport arch*?, thine of which 
are round but moat pointed. The whole 
plica ia in t ruinous condition, but 
the Paaha is taking atep* to have it 
restored- Two pillars near the door, e landing 
about ten iacbta apart, arc used aa a gauge of 
Rood people. I tu able to aqueete myself 
through, and was thereupon pronounced a good 
man by my denkty-boy. 

Next morning I started by nil fat Alex- 
andrit, distant about ISO miles. The changing 
and fading view* of Cairo a* w* rushed along 
oi*r the green plains of the Delta were vary 
tine. What aa engaging "tody this quaint old 
city ia — perhaps the finest tptcimsn or a Stra- 
rantc town now (sitting, and the beat illuitra- 
tlon ef th* immortal Arabian Nighl*. 
We whirled past many town* and 
villages, and created two branch se of 
tb* Nile. On* tillage had rather 
an absurd appearance, being computed of 
[ug*un-ia*r*TB iharitd like conical loavei of 
rugar, only of brown mud. At Kafir Ziy at oa 
the bankt of the river w* ttopped a while* to re- 
fresh. Th* railway bridge hare It a fine maauve 
Mm dure, supported by iron piitm with capital* 
of th* ancient papyrus order. When I was oa 
the way out last year the outward-bound 
traveller* met the homeward-bound at this 
station. There was a great crowd on the plat- 
form and tn the refreahment room*, and as the 
other* had arrived first, we found it hud to get 
anything to aaV Among the crowd 
1 met with Blr W. Macanhur, on hii way to 
England, We had only lime to ah the hands 
and make a few hurried inquiriea whan ih* 
iaeionble bet) rang and the traint ae pirated — 
a tantalising ill miration of the releo lists hurry 
add punctuality of modem travelling, mora 
remarkable a* occurring is tbia land af 
Mobammtdarj aiiathy and aluggiahnau. 

A* we n«*red Alexandria the beautiful vtrdure 
celled ; wa had the Uahmoudiah canst on lb* 
on* rid*, aad marshes with Lake Mtteoti* on 
the other. Tht immediate approach, however, 
to tb* city was pleeaaat, th* way 
being lined with urge hoe set and garden*. 
After securing a raom la tb* P. and O. hotel, 
and getting »*™« letter* at the port-oft 4*, I took 
a tun with All to view tb* place. W* rod* oat 
to Pompcy'a Hilar (to called), a fine column ot 
nd granite, aearly 100 feet high. It ia tfaought 
to have been erected in honour of Diocletian 
about the end of the third century. Alexandria 
ia totally unlike Cairo, t*d very commonplace 
after that city; it has, in fact, much more of 
European character in it. The ipacioui pi let 
in which Ihe hot*! it titnatad I* full of 
large and tubetanrial, though plain nooses. 
It la adorned with trees, fount tint, 
and marble eeats, and, whan full 
of 2 well' dressed prosenadera. In various 
costumes and colours, it pretested a lively 
eccne. In th* course of torn* ratable* tb* 
next day, 1 tinted the granite cbetiik usually 
o ailed Cleopatra'* Needle . It bean the name 
of Thothmet III., and nf on* or two later 
king*. Than la a timilar o be [ilk lying buried 
m the aand near. Both of Ihem an tup posed 
to hav» rtood originally at Heliopolit, and 
«n brought to Alexandria by one of tht 
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uitdt a call or two, and met with tome genua 
men whn were to he felluw irtTellert to ['ilei- 
tine, In the afternoon I went on board the 
r tench steamer L« I'hase, bound to i iff* 
Ih* ihip wa* detained till next morning, when 
we- aatli d at dawn.

A QBE*! battle was fnught on the 19lli and 
".'"th of (September, in front of Chattanooga, on 
the Chick amaugs creek, dleaairoui to the 
r'fderaj army. The defeat of KoaecraDa is 
awiibi-d lu the hetter ttctici of th* Southern 
romrnaniltrr ratbsr than tlieir tuperioiify In 
nam beta. Ely the manner in whirh Ike rSonthtrn 
attack was made, Koiecrant waa corapelled Lo 
change the deposition ot the gnater part of 
hi. army after the battle had actually began. 
He teem* to bate divined where the real tsii nil 
was to be made, but not lo have discovered it 
eoon enough. The ehilting of ihe divisions, 
moved tu atrengihen th* wrak point* of hi* 
petition, gave the < 'unfrderilei an opnortuhity 
of throwing a "cruibiag" fore* ao tin points 
W8 inipcrfei rly prtjteiteo by (he corpi rn ,-, r-J u 
fill line veraucsci. The reaultof the fighting on 
the 19th was not declaive. The Kedcral* held 
their ground, bul part of ihelr army had been 
'■liMirj ibatlere d,'' and the day " rould hardly be 
claimed as • triumph of ihe Union armt." It wa« 
at thi* crieit the firat Ulegram* ilopped, Willi the 
alarming annouDcentent of a " tubrtantial vic- 
ioij." Iluring the night of the 19th tht 
Kedtral position bad to be changed again, and 
on the Suit, the Confederate repealed the lac- 
lira of the previous day. Kirtt attacking the 
left of the lin* ind puahing it hick, tht £nulh, 
i in. re threw ill their force on the Federal 
centre, which had been " weakaned to the ex- 
tant «t one- thud." It could not austain the 
shock. *' The regimenbt began to spread out 
lie a fan, wider and wider, til! it last tbey were 
hrekaa into fragments. " The breaki cauted 
by the rhifiinga of diviaions from ont 
point of the line to another '■ wore so ntomjitly 
ptrei ived and lurneil to advantage by the 
Confederate general* "thai they proved fatal 
and citntd the lnai of the ilsy." The Federal 
line, alter being tbui broken, esull not again 
W termed. At thi* point of time the disorder 
began. Stream* of demorali*ed, uncontrollable 
iroop*. flying io the rear, were nil that remained 
of a large portion of th* army. Four diriiiont 
Were tbui btuken and diiperaed.onlyon* retiring 
in tolerable order. All after ward a wa* the cun- 
faxion of a rout, "crowd a of ttragglera in mob- 
like ditordci making good speed toward* 
trhattantnga." A partial rally was made, and 
Oeneral 'Ibcrnas was enabled »o far to check 
the pursuit tats tar* the Noiiiiem army from 
total destruction. The whole incidents of the 
two day*, it muil be admitted, are very candidly 
*nrnmcd lib by an American narrator, — '* While 
the atrugglr ot the day ended in a drawn 
ban Ir, that of the itcorld readied 10 a disastrous 
dafest." Had formation of the lint ofbattle, 
bad tactic* on ibe field, and the absence «r some 
mm menders at the most critical period of the 
%hi, are alleged aa the cauaea of Ihe diaaater, 
T«o ■ earn to have disuppesrtd, though nothing 
i* itid of tbeii baring been wounded, atoi*- 
etiht himielf bad also to quit th* field before 
the battle waa iguite over. Hwcrana attributes 
the lot* ot the battle w M'Cook't ditobedieae* 
of order*. The Indian nam* or tb* battle-field 
.Cbickamsugt) mean* the " Btnaaf of Death." 
The great loaaea on both aide* give the name a 
new and terrible huiett, Bot the oft -repeated 
tale of carnage make* small impression on tb* 
American mind, even though the diffieulty of 
■ling the thinned 
more evident.

Tne Confeder- 
ate* are wall aware of the great disadvantage 
at which the Federal gtntral ii placed, and 
hair dispatched every available regiment to the 
assistance of Oenaml Bragg. It would bt 
abnrd lo tupjiotc that bragg ha* received vein- 
Urcemeni* u> trie eilenl of 170,000 men, a* 
eta led by tb* AW 1V1 I/rraU. but he haa tn 
all probability received a eufficiency to counter- 
balance tbe advantages posaetaad by his adver- 
sary through the strong position he at present 
oevupiei.

MttiJi V; toe superior tactic* of the t'onie- 
df isles, A faw Weeks ago the rtial armies 
ware confronting each other on lha Hapidan 
in nearly atjiie! force. U w*a not 
tvf ii suspected at the jrederal brad iiaaneri 
that a whole corp* waa bring detached 
froth his army by General Lec to reinforce 
General Bragg on the southern frontier of 
Th* operation «w parlecily con- 
Lungnreil and hi* troops made tiiair 
junction with the force under General Bragg 
unimpeded, and the reitiii was lha battle of 
Ckicamauge, which has reduced the army of 
General Hoaecran* to to* perilom condition 
described by lha hut report*. To explain the 
retreat of the Federal army of the Potomac it 
i* necesaery 10 r«!er to the movement which 
wu the caus* of auch a dinuicr 10 Kmecran*. 
It haa been exactly repeated, the revere* way, 
to the discomfiture of Genera) Meade.

In these but operations in Tennctiee and 
Virginia the Confederate commanders have 
tlitpiafed a degree or rruliUry elull and a 
power of combining their force that the 
Federals hate never been able to attain. 
The armies of Uemtrsl Lee and Ucneral 
Bragg, in Oeorgii and Northern Virginia, were 
more than four hundred mile* apart in a etraignt 
line. Yet they co-0]>eraled with and ■ 
each other with aa much celerity aa if they were 
engaged id one operauon. A whole corp- hi* 
bean taken from one and added to the other 
with facility aa great u if the main bodies h*d 
wily been separated by the diitante of a Jay's 
marc)]. The immense ailvantage of riulroad* 
for the purpose* of wir has never yet be*n so 
signally proved as by the tran*fer of 5L«..rtji- 
Itrrel'i corps from Virginia to Tennvtsee, to 
aid is the defeat ol Eoaecrans, and buck again, 
lo enahla i ee tn make thl* advance ao eonti- 
dtatly. Tbe troop* thus twue mftved frent 
point to point muif have traver*ed nor* than 
a thousand milei of road, some of the rail- 
way line* they took being circuitoua. The 
posseteios uf IhesB lutes haa been ait immense 
advantage to the Southerner", but it require* 
great strategical ability to turn evan advan- 
tage* to account. Lee and LonRslrecl could 
not refer 10 any operation* of ancient war for 
precedent*. To weaken one army in face of urn 
enemy of e>jucd force, to strengthen another live 
hundred mile* distant, was hardly within the re- 
sources ol old mditary science, it has not only 
been done, but repeated, nnd both movement!' 
have been successful. It is u remitrkthle 
achhrnment, and its importance ia tingulnrly 
illustrated by a complete contrast with it, 
Bunuids wu despatched to reinforce Rose- 
1 as soon u Loogatrecl'a movement wua 
Bit th* Federal General had no 
railway tines to move by. He struggled on 
through a country either roadless or ill provided 
with the means of commuai cation. He could not 
arrive in ttm* to prevent the disaster of Chatta- 
nooga, wu intercepted in the ai tempt , and his 
v tn .e foTCw toll* for little in the present stale 
of ihe war in Tennessee. Tnc engagement he 
is stated to have fought near Greesvills hu 
only resulted In a he sty loss, to be added to 
that of the battle of Chicamiuga, without visibly 
improving tht position of Roaacrans # who ii 
almost bee lege J among the mountains. Ha 
haa a powerful army in hi* frost, which can 
iiarua him by its artillery and yet avoid a 
battle, while (trong bodiae of cavalry at* ia hi* 
rear cutting olf his corns* uni cation* and inter- 
cepting bit supplies.

Iliel at Frankfort recommended a "Federal 
execution,"— that i«, an armed occupation nf 
Holsteis, and that fitful body deliberately' 
adoploJ the suggest. un. A .Id" re*, therefore', 
wmt forth, in the name of Oerenaay, that unless 
ihe King of I>enm*rk dismembered his kingdom 
within three weeks, a slice of II Was to be im- 
pounded, and his sovereignly put under tm*'. 
The natural rasiaunc* uf Frederick Charles VII. 
againat tbi* vivi section, teemed only to inhini a 
the inteteit of the operation. Thi »ax*ca- 
tinner*" wire duly appointed, and Hanover, 
aver forenuisl when there is any shred el 
independence 10 drag into the dirt, and 8uony, 
which on ntcb occasions is seldom very back- 
ward, felt themselves honoured is being lelected 
for the work. It i* not often second and third 
rata German State* get such a safe opportunity 
of reaping military gl„ry. Denmark could 
scarcely bring s large army into ihe field ; nay, 
ii wu poisible she might bow to unscrupulous 
force, and make no other resistance tlian indig- 
nant protest : hut, in any cue, the comforiiog 
condition of the attack was this— that 00 the 
very first cry of .listresj-, Austria and Prussia, 
like bis bullies in s Ight between pigmies, wore 
to ruth to toe relief of their friend*. They thm 
msdi- war without th* risk of JosisK, end success 
was ehaintd beforehand to their chariot wheel!. 

The rase a week ago seemed desperate. The 
loDg-looked-for crisis waa at hand, and nothing 
apparently could save poor Denmark from her 
rutlile*s*'eircutioner*." Yet somehow w* never 
could bring ourselves to realise the situation, or 
believe that easy-going {fermanv — encased in 
in inertia— would ituike itself iip into a real 
war for su abiurd a sentiment. There is and 
always has been something hallow in this 
bjlasiig-Holalein war cry. It is a s|tscioua 
covering laid over many meaning!. It Is not 
what it purport* to be. The Uennen rulera 
heTS nursed it as a sort of testimonial in praise 
of themselves to he held up before tbeir own 
subjects. In Fnuiia, in Austria, in Hancvcr, 
in Hesse Camel, and cliewherr, it served t i 
■how the people how sentitiv,Jy alive their 
Sovereign* were in the causa of freedom. Men 
were asked to shut their eyes to (act* going on 
in their own him***, and look abroad into their 
neighboura' field*. They might have reeol- 
leered that the King of l'msii* wu at 
the moment actually knocking lbs Con - 
ititution of his own subject* about 
thair ear* : that Austria was busy rob- 
bing Hungary of it* old nationality, and 
wu deaf to th* claim* of race and language in 
Venatia ; that Hanover's King bad only the 
other day suppressed the free charter with 
which a recent Sovereign had endowed her ; 
and that a few months ago they beheld the 
Bovareign Duke of Heme Uuatl only restrained 
from stripping his subject* of every veatige of 
their political right* by the sight or the bayonet . 
But the pliant Teuton mind wu expected to 
drop then untoward accident* out of memory, 
and to fix it* admiring gue upon Prince* nuk- 
ing sword in hand to con^uei liberty for a land 
which hapgwu at this moment to be more free 
perhap* than any ipot in the whole Confedera- 
tion, These cheap Itrokei for freedom dealt 
abroad at a State who** liberties their o>vn 
luhjecu might envy were sponge.lik* to wipe 
oqt the consciousness of despotism at 
home. To u* who live out uf 
Fatherland this effected real for liberty 
on the part of her Princes ia, 
uf course, all moonshine; but, airange 
to lay, the Germans themselves have fallen into 
the snare. It i* truly a bad sign that a nattoa, 
which i* undoubtedly making forward strides in 
lha knowledge of it* own constitutional libeny, 
ahould have -itch obscure vision in what relate* 
in the liberty of its neighbour!. A false kind of 
patriotism mislead*, or rather pervert* it* judg- 
ment, and it cannot bring itself to eondemn 
means which are to bring within th'- boundary 
of the (.tonfedt ration that grett object uf desire 
to all Gennsna— s natal harbour in the Baltic. 
This Blssvig-Hobtein aggression is only a mild 
fit of the American Union " fever ; it is a 
•elfiili fsaling which overrule* all objection* 
against and juitifie* all effort* lo obtain a 
darling object. 

Hut within the but few day* the 
visage ol diplomacy look* leas frowning, 
mid *e ire all bejinning to feel more 
comfortable again, Thr bolt which the 
effete authorities at Frankfort burled with cticb 
an unwonted tpum of energy, tnrcateai, like 
10 many that have gone before, to dluolre ia 
irxnac. After making a prodigious noise an t 
splutter, th* hope itawni that it will be laid of, 
anu put aside with the other failures. First 
and foremost among the well-meaning meddler* 
was, of rourse, our own Earl, carrying thi? time 
in hi* band, not the tt*u*l ilirring-up pole en- 
crnited with brimttorje sod aaltpetre, but a 
thick slat blanket, with which he hoped tj 
damp out the petulant fire, 01 at least to cool 
down the Diet to a temperature that ivould ad- 
mit of the mediation of mutual friend-. But 
this was pot the only sign of disapprcA ml com- 
ing from the Powers without, Sweden justly 
thought that her own interest was concerned 
when they were thus letting fir* to her neigh- 
bour's house, and th* result hu been a defen- 
sive alliance between her and Denmark. Nor 
wu Bui Russell'* message to the Uiet limited 
to advice. He ended by reminding them in no 
very soothing lunguage that England wu by 
treaty pledged to maintain the integrity of Den- 
mark, and that neither she nor the other Power* 
partners to those Treaties could look on quietly 
and see that integrity destroyed. For Hole tain 
itself neither Denmark nor her friend* contend. 
That Dochy is an integrant part of the Con- 
federation ; and there is no need for Germany 
to aead an army there to enforce right* which 
an not denied. But Holatein is aural; the 
pretence ; the real aim ia Slesvtg, to which 
Holitoin it the atepping-itone. Without 
Sluvig, Holt tain i* comparatively useless to 
0 arm an aaril requirement* 1 it only afford* 
the son th era shore of a harbour ol which 
Sleavig forms the northern boundary. But 
such ajgre*aivi design* upon aa old Euro- 
pwan monarchy must be put down ; nad. U 
b clear from what haa transpired that eh* 
Emperor Napoleon, If aead be, will be found 
among the active supporter* of Denmark. The 
occupation of Holatein by Confederate troops 
might be retarded ss a Jwneetic affair; but any 
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.nisaion of SUsvig wculJ be forbidden, except 
in concert with 1 horns Power* which signed th* 
arratgementa made in London in lgofi. 

Tsese sentiment* of the powerful allies or 
llenmuk in Northern Hurope have had the 
affect of imparting something like frceriag cold- 
ne«i to the wet blanket originally laid over lb* 
Kranhfart Diet by Karl Huaeell. There aeems 
to have been much healing virtue in these 
" cold applkationt." The ttra eating journals 
ere taking up the psalm in • lower key, nail 
public enthusiasm I* irioriMtin,t sail in all 
directions. Kither the cause is not 10 SBOTsd 
u it was, eg the obstacle! riling 
up in front of it make it look leu 
charming. Th* people at Berlin, loo, are 
beginning to tuspect it ii ail a derice of tbe 
Judkere to got a Isrge array out of them in spite 
of parliamentary opposition. Then there is 
diiunion in lha Federal cunji before tbe army 
hu marched a mile against the enemy. The 
two "supports," Austria and i'ruuia, am 
" nervous about entering on * contest with 
Kcgbuid and France, and from their incteuing 
animosity are dnily becoming ruuie inuipahle of 
acting togelhir ; while Baaony and Hanovar 
are wrangling like two jealous prime tfosjji* who 
ia lo play the licit usri. Among nil the** 
bitches 1st ut hope that the " execution " will 
slip away out of eight. Bo far u the Diet itself 
is concerned we mjy be prepared f« stolid 
obstinacy, and we are scarcely surprised lo 
licitr thai it i* inclined to stick to its dangeriiii* 
epiaiun. It will nol be the fault uf that un- 
known ipiaality which ii suit permitted to mis- 
represent the Confederation if mischief be nut 
bra wed, and it ia impossible to pre diet into what 
i> , - it m*y ultimately blunder. In the mean- 
time leL thrle be no want of the " Cold douche ' 
■ n the part of Deemark'a friend*.

*■ Oentlemcn,— ISeing in Kngl.ttd for a law 
day* 1 considered it my duty, u will u a great 
pleasure, to attend this meeting of the Uom- 
mittcc of in* Sal t»n«i League for the Indepen- 
dence of Polund, in order ia lender to you and 
to )eur president, fur so nmoy years past il.a 
deiii- d -n.d talsnterli friend and chiLbr.ion of 
my rouniry.my own grateful acknowledginenu, 
anil Ihe grateful acknowledgment* of the 
National Government, for the warm and 
useful interest duplayed in our cause by rhi 
eatabliahmtnt of the league. While 1 deeply 
thank you, 1 do nut hesitate 10 claim for my 
country, and with honest pride to *aj, that we 
deserve and ue c milled to your bett services. 
Uor cause, however i-uuru or cabinets 01 iliplo- 
mail*!* m*y uitie with or umtenaluc it, i» 
emphatiiall) your <.wn came— toe cause .,( 
order and citilimtion. o( all that i* precious in 
the injtitutiun* and principles of the West. 
Pulaad is in arms foi thi viadicalion of her 
inalienable rights — the rights which fJod and 
her hiitory, and, 1 may add, bet services lo 
Euro]*- and to Christendom, ha>c contcrre I 
upon tier. Those light* represent individual 
liberty, political and reiiinou* equably before 
the law, justice rendered to nil Uassce of th* 
population, to Pules of ij] religions and persua- 
sions, freedom uf commerce, respect for to* 
ughis of property, and, in our relation* with 
□tier nations, respect for the aims right* u 
those which we claim for ourselves. Such an 
th* principua of which the National Oovernmen*. 
bu proclaimed iuelf the representative ; and I 
need not remind any one who has closely 
followed it* conduct, and still leas your- 
selves, gcailemen, how striclly it hu acted in 
accordance with its profession!, liy so sciing, 
though anonymous, it has become strong, sad 
gained prompt ami universal obedience, u ei- 
l<reasing the aspiration! of the country ; and it 
ia because il repreeenu the idea of right and 
iuitice thst the oppressor, nu I w ill 11 11 11 din g m* 
brutal power, stove* in viin 10 dulroj it. 
These, gtnllamen, arc (acts which il is ditfi. ull 
10 recontile with the statement* of our em nut 
and their mpjHiiiers— few, ] am tbiakfol 10 
**y — in England, calling in doubt th* identifica- 
tion of the policy of ihe National (iovernment 
with the prucipfen to which alone it owrs it* 
eaiitencc, and which it ha* loudly and re- 
peatedly proclaimed lo the wutld. Kiting 
neither right nor truth us their side, they h*i e 
recourse to ]iertidiou* ^(tnuatiem, andespecially 
to tuth ai are most rapahlo o( deluding popular 
opinion iu England, The auarlion that our 
struggle for inde|>endenc*is tot withoutmUlira- 
montane colour, is evidently a ntancciivreof thi* 
kind, it i* e»»y to pen en* the object of tuch 
an insinuation. Uur enemies know well that 
nothing is so dear to th* English people — mi 
a* 1 think most riKbtly so — u religious free- 
dom- England'* noblest ton* have shed their 
blood for this precious good. To blacken the 
1'olnh cause from this point of liew, nnd to 
represent our struggle for national, politic*!, 
and religious freedom u a war of religion 
seem 10 them a cleverly devised stratagem , 
fortunately tbeir aicusationi have 1*11(0 dead 
against the se.und judgment of public opinion. 
The English people hu s* yet received no 
complaint of ptraecutictt by the National 
Ouvernment from any Pol* who doe* not 
profess the Rom:in Cutholi. religion. On tha 
other hand, il sLill rememliera the recent cruel 
imprisonmtnt of (he *piritual and lempunl 
repreieniatiie* of the Protestant end liruhte 
commnnitiee in Werssw by the Muscovite 
authorities. The Knglnh people hu 
nevtr heard of proielyUim. t.y the 
Poles, but il knows well ihit firs 
million* of Pole.i- were forced by ihe C/sr 
Kicholu, by mean* of every specie* of torture 
of mind and l»dy, to cater the io-call*d ortho- 
dox Oreco Russian Church. Finally, it knows 
that the very- people who in England dare to 
apeak of religious freedom, at home itikuy 
maintain a barbarous decree which impose* moat 
severe penalties on those who abandon the 
Ureco-huuian faith, and force parente of dif- 
ferent religions to bring up their children in the 
orthodox Church. OentUman, let ut no longer 
wut* lime on (hue accusations, in which it is 
difficult 10 say which moot moves our diigust— 
the groundlessness of the aaaertion.or the auda- 
city with which it i* made. Let as talker hope 
that these brief remarks and a reference to 
undeniable fade, will tuBM* to undeceive those 
who accepted th* statements of our enemies in 
good faith. Let u* hop* that th* statement of 
the troth in toll mat tar will bo accepted u 
affording a true measure of the general accuracy 
of the accusations of ear eaemiei. Should 
you, however, at any lime be ia doubt with re- 
spect to say matter referring to Poland. I mm 
beg yon to read with attention tbe public doeu- 
mtnu published by the National Government, 
especially that of to* Ifith Augvil lul, in which 
you will find all tan circumstances that helped

to add a fow words regarding tha peasants in 
Poland.

peasant* of certain district* in lha insurrection, 
their treatment l,y the National Uororntnent hu 
been folly in accordance with tha principles 
which it represents. At the T»ry beginning of 
tbe insurrection it proclaimed a meuure which 
the Kutiian Uorernment had never taken or 
contemplated — ihe grant to the peasants, not 
only of the land on which they work, but 
also of rqunl right* to thtwe of th* 
reel of the population. Thai tit* 
peasant! have no complaint to make of the 
National (iovernment, but, on thr contrary, are 
ofun eager partisans of the national cauie. Is 
proved by Lhc fact tbut is all the pulitit al 
eucutions, u well as on the baiUt Bald* of 
Poland, they arc 10 be found in considerable 
numbers, fighting and dying by th* aide of 
nobles, priests, and artisan*, for th* freedom of 
their common country. There can be no doubt 
thai the in um here of the peasants who fight in 
trie rank* of ihe insurgent* would immediately 
increase considerably were th* National 
Uo cerumen! able to furnish them with arms. 
1 1 is nan* th* leu true that aa insurrection 
which hu luted for nine months ia presence of 
the numerous Muscovite troops in Poland 
ctmld not have maintained itself without 
the lupport of all ihe rural popula- 
tion. Gentleman, with these few words, 
corroborative of your praaident'* own 
written end efoquent addrtss**, I commit 
my country's cause, with thankful gratitude, to 
four support and advocacy in free and pownrful 
Es^land. We uk nothing of your noble 
country but what we fairly helist* lo he the 
very leut that in honour and good faith, in 
a due regard for their own interest, character, 
and consistency, and upon every principle of 
justice ihe is bound to accord to us— namely, 
lha withdrawal of her sanction of the dominion 
of Hussia over dut country, and the recognition 
of our belligerent rights. Wedahn, as regards 
our past history, our centenary of oppression 
and suffering, sur devotion to our country'! 
freedom in uur present and former struggles, it 
least all your mural sympathy and support, if 
you accord no more. To our own union, 
auetgy, and courage, and to Almighty and All- 
tigbteou* tl ml of Host*, we Irual tor tha real. 

matm balloon asuen v. 

M- Kui.«m; Anxot'Li. one uf the passenger* 
in M. Nader'* balloon, writes u follow* to lha 
Pari* sYcfsW; — ■* Hanoier, Tuesday, Ocluber 
sOth My desr Editor,— V.iu saw us lesve the 
Uhsmp de Man on Sunday. You wsri ii 
witne s « of the Bujestii ascent of the Ueaor 
rising into lh« air amidst the applaoe* of in* 
crowd. They cried lo ut from below, 1 Bon vuy. 
age.' Abu . . . At nine o'clock at night we 
were at Ki-juclinei ; wa jiesscd over Maliaes, 
and towsids. midnight we were in rlollani. 
We rose up very high, but 11 wu ntvrisejy lo 
C"me down again lo see where we war*, 
icnorsnl of that, our giosilion wu a critical one. 
below, u far u we could eee, were mushes, 
aid in the distance we could hear the roar of 
the sea. U"e threw out ballut, and mounting 
again soon toll night of the rank. What u 
night ! Nobody slept, u you may suppose, 
Tor the idea of falling into the sea had nothing 
1'leas ant about it, and it wu n^cejsary lo 
keep a lookout in order m effect, if 
necessary, s descenL My compass showed that 
we were going towards the eul , that ie to say, 
toward* Ocrsuny. In the morning, after a 
frugal breakfut mad* ia the clouds, we re- 
di -.ended. An immente plain wu beneath us, 
the village* appeared to us like children's toys 
— riven teemed like iitlla rivulet* — it wa* magi- 
cal. The sun shone splendidly over all. To- 
wards eight o'clock wa arrived neat a (rest lake 
— there 1 found out our brsrings, snd announced 
that we we» st the end of Holland, near the 
ses. W« were compelled to think of landing 
in order (0 take in a little ballut. Unhappily 
to* heavens made u* forget the earth, over which 
blew a wind so violent that in* few mtautu our 
uchutF, c&oimou* fulcrum* of iron, wers 
broken. Th* vjt* wa* shut, and th* halloas, 
which could carry us no longer, began s giddy 
l art it. We loss from twenty to thirty metres, 
and tell with incredible force, Little by little 
tie balloon ceued to rise and the car fell upon 
ilsnid*. Than began a forioui, di*arder*d ra« ; 
all disappeared before u*— tree*, thickets, walla, 
all broken or bunt through by the ihock ; it 
wu frightful. Sometimes it wis a Jake, in 
which we plunged ■ 1 bog. the thick mud or 
which entered uur mouths snd our eyas. 1 1 
was maddening, ■ Stop, stop 1 ' we shouted, 
enraged with the monaler who wu dragging 
us elung, A railway wan before ui— a train 
pusing : it stopped st our cries, hut we I srried 
away the telegrspbic posts and wires. An in- 
stini afterward* we perceived in the distance a 
icd house ; i see ii now ; the wind bore us 
straight for this house, it wu death for all, 
for we ahould lie dashed to pieces. No one 
•poke. Htraagn to lay, of those nine persuni, 
one of whom wu a lady, who wars clinging to 
a slender icteen of osier, for whom evary iteond 
aeemed counted — not on* had any fear. All 
tongues were muie; all face* were calm. 
Nadar held hi* wife, covering her wilh his bod v. 
Poor woman ! Every shock seemed to break 
I icr to pieces, .lulls Oodard then tried and 
Kcompliibed a suMim* act of heroism. He 
clambered up into th) petting, the shocks 
ai which were so terrible thut three limes 
he fell on my head ; at length he reached the 
cord of the vslve, opened it, and the ga> having 
a way of en ape the moniter ceued to rise, but 
iLill it shot along ia a huihcontal line with pro- 
digious rapidity; There were we squattinp 
down upon Ihe frail oiicr car. ' Tike care ! * 
we cried, when n tree wu in the way ; we 
lunted from it, anil lha tree wu broken ; hut 
the balloon wu discharging, ite gu, and, if 
the immense plain we were crossing had yet a 
few league*, w* were saved, h mddealy a 
forest appeared in ihe horiion ; wa must leap 
out at whatever risk, for ihe car would be 
daehed to piece* at the first coliuien with those 
trees. I got down into (ho car, and rising my- 
self I know not how — for I suffered from a 
wound in my knet — my trouun were torn -, I 
jumped, and made 1 know not how many 
revolution*, and fell upon my head. After a 
miaul* 1 * duj-ineu I rose. Th* car wu then fir 
off. By the aid of a *tick 1 dragged myself to 
the forest, and having gone a few steps 1 beard 
some groans. Saint Felix wu stretched on 
the soil frightfully diififursd— hut body wis 
one wound, Be had an arm broken, the ch*st 
torn, and aa and* dislocated. The car bad dil- 
apidated. After crossing a river, I beard a 
cry. Bndai waa stretched on th* ground with 
* nislocawd thigh; his wife had fallen into the 
river. Another companion wu shattered. Ws 
occupied ourselves with 81. Kalis and Nader 
and nil ertfe. In trying to «*i»t th* Utter I 
was neatly drowned, for 1 fell Into the wsler 
sad sank- They picked me op again, and I 
found the bath had done m* good- By the 
uiistaao* of th* inhabitant! th* aaivag* wis 
got togethsr. Vehicle* were '.brought ; they 
placed us upon straw. My knees bud; my 
loins sad head seemed to be like mincemeat ; 
bat 1 did not lose my presence of mind aa in- 
stant, and for ■ second I felt humiliated at look- 
ing boat the truss of itrsw at that 



which in ihe night 1 had had ander my feet. It 
ws* il this way w* resch*d Rulbam, in Han- 
over- In seventeen hour* ws had made nearly 
two hundred and fifty league*. Our .„„,„ ,',1- 
>r«air had covered a ips.ee »f tores loaeuee. 
Now that tt v overt hare torn* ahudderings. 1 1 
doe* not tlgnify ; w* bare mad* a good journey 
and I marvel to tee with what indifference we 
may regard tha most frightful death, for besidu 
th* prospect of being dashed about on our way 
we had that of gaining toe Ma, and now long 
should wo bars bred theaf 1 am glad to have 
teen thi*— happier yet at having to narrate 11 to 
you. These Germane who aurround ue are 
brave people, and we hate ben u well cared 
for ai the resource* of toe little spot will 
allow." 

The Jmtrisof ot Charbrvi publishes tha fol- 
lowing- Islter, giving vary precis* informalioB 
with lagard to toe puutng over Krqueunei of 
the balloon;— " Hrijuelines. October 1'JiL — 
Bir,— Last night (rJuaday}, toward ■ midnight, 
Po urban, the pointsman, and CuUard, to* 
Custom. house o Ulcer, on duty at the terminus 
of Kruuelines, gave themselves up, for th* want 
of something better, to the pleasuru of medita- 
lion, when an event of the strangut nature 
mt short their redactions, The horuuu, 
which an instant before wu clear and 
itany, appeared 10 them In beeom* 
suddenly obacure, and they thought they a*w 
advancing, under the impulse of s rapid 
jxiwer, s large cloud, black and opaque, which 
stopped lis course above ihim and seemed to 
deicend to th* ground. Whan it had got a haul 
-'.ui metre* ebovi th* buililings of the itatios, 
the two witnesm of thi* myiteriou* spetUcle 
wen in the greatest ulunialiment at perceiving, 
sustained by invisible lords, an object which 
they took for a railway carnage.

tartjieg ao immense tar, replied, -At 
ij.jueiinrs. Belgium.' They then heard 
0. conversion among lha aerial travellers 
upon the litustion of Iks loceiiiy, which ended 
in tbeir receiving thanks from above. The 
incident wu over for the railway . mj.,v ... hot 
the custom -house ofBcrr, who had resume-) his 
presence of aiud, snd who never loss* sight of 
the requirements of hi* service, nude a trumjwt 
of his two bands, and shouted. 'Everybody 
stay* here fur the visit of the custom house 
offic*!.' Thia remark wa* received by tha 
occupant* of tbe car wilh laughter, and w.lhom 
attending 10 tha invitation they wsnt off in the 
direction of Luuvaia,"

A BCll BISHOP WHATELY. 

(Ah ik, AtLOZm, mHw 17(A ) 
Rich sin Whaiilv, twenty-second Arch- 
bishop of Dublin since Inn Reformation, closed, 
on Thursday in Ust weak, atth* patriarchal aga 
of sevsnty-eevan, a life characterised by rar* 
pbilanthnp* and full of the moat thorough 
evidences of pastoral and literary activity. Dr. 
What* I v, although th* ruler of an Irish tee, 
was not a native of Ireland. H* ant saw to* 
light in London ; and his father, who was a 
Prebend of Bristol Cathedral, represented an 
F-ngliih family u old a* ia* Cheviot Hill*. 
Richard Whately, under th* car* of Dr. Copl*- 
tton, afterward* flishep of Llandlff, received hu 
education at Oriel College. Oxford, of which, in 
1819, he became a fellow. During thu y*u 
ba mad* hi* r*e»*( u an author, by publishing 
" Historic Doubt* relative lo Napoleon Buona- 
parte." " Borne sensible reader*," he re- 
marks, "bar* complained of the difficulty of 
determining vAul the* are to believe.

In on* sense he laudably 
failed to practise what he preached. Constantly 
inculcating principles of economy, and teiucit- 
ing an income of over £7000 a year, hi dir- 
ivsntsd th* great bulk of it in acts cf gracious 
charity : and it highl 1 redouau* to the credit sf 
tbi* eminent prelste, that while five of ail 
favourite chaplains have become hiihopt, Dr. 
Whately used the vul patronage in hi* gift 
with such lulls attention IS selfish initiut* 
thai hi* only son is the rector of S;, Werburak'i, 
one of the poorest parishes in Dublin, 

Archbishop Whately * rule is Ireland wu 
one of considerable hberality ; uid for aur* 
than twenty tear* ha waa a daily hard rotter 
in promoting Lord Derby's succeiifui scheme 
of Hiuonal Education, In 1AS3, (hi public*- 
lion cf a marufiato from Dr. Cullen and ail 
suffngins. condemning a book of Df. WhaUlf'l 
used in the school*, led to it* withdraws! by 
the commissioners ; and it may be added, thst 
Dr. Whately withdrew with his book and mnr 
sine* mi at the board. 

Dr. Whately published, before he bsctae • 
bishop, ■ learntd polemical work, "The Knon 
ol Itomai ism," which hi dedicated to Blmce 
While. One of the Aichbishop'i but repub- 
lication! wss, A Preparation for Lluth; Ms 
ing toe Twelfth lecture on a View of th*

State." Beaidei the porfonumcei abon 
enumerated. Dr. Whately wrou m 
Poor luws, Tithe., Transponaliol. Secoaiiirf 
I'uniihmtnts, and publiahed numerous cdu»- 
tional work* for youth, wilh aa immense num- 
ber of Ckargen addreued to the Clergy of lis 
Dioceses of Dubl in, CJlendalongh and Kildsn. 

We have only to add, that the Archbishop » 
view* on predeslimtion were imariiy altackeu, 
recently, in a pamphlet, by * CalviniaM '•TfJ*! 
who confeued that lie could not com pri held tin 
ground* cf hi* own belief.
